W a s h in g t o n , M arch 1st.—The Senate at 
2:15 to-day resumed consideration of the 
Chinese bill, and H oar of M assachusetts 
took the floor with a set speech in opposition 
to its passage. 


H I3 F IR S T PR O PO SIT IO N 
W as th at our people one hundred years ago 
founded this nation upon the moral law 
affirming th at all men equally derived from 
their Creator the right to the pursuit of hap- 
piueao, and th at equality in th at light is the 
fundamental rule of Divine justice in its ap­ 
plication to mankind. 
H e set forth how the 
nation had grown, and said the existence 
of the principles ju st stated had attracted im­ 
migration from all countries to cur own 
shores rather than to Son’h America or M ex­ 
ico ; th at every new State affirmed it in it > 
Constitution, aud that California herself, in 
her original Constitution, declared that it was 
m eant to include the right of expatriation. 
This was declared in 1SU8 by A ct of Congress, 
and through the persistent elfurla of a Cali­ 
fornia Senator of Irish birth. 
I t was urged 
upon the country th at 


T H E B IG H T OK E X PA TR IA TIO N 
Is indispensable to the er joym ent of life and 
the pursuit of happiness. 
The doctrine wrs 
solemnly reiterated in the Burlingame treaty. 
Mr. W ebster declared th at equality of lights, 
especially these of lah trers, is tha principal 
benefit which America had conferred on man­ 
kind, 
W e have made a treaty, and now we 
propose this legislation, which underttkes to 
deny and overthrow that declaration, and to 
strike a blow a t men by reason of their race 
and occupation. 
ChiDa offers to modify the 
Burlingame treaty so as to perm it the exclu­ 
sion of prostitution, criminals, diseased per­ 
sons aud imported coolie laborers. 
This offer 
was rejected by our Government, and a treaty 
substituted which does not peru.it the exclu­ 
sion of the ¿three first-named 
classes, but 
only permits 


T H E EX CLU SIO N O F LA BO RERS, 
The purpose of the fram ers cf the treaty 
and of the bill is to strike their blow at labor 
without regard to its character. 
I t was im ­ 
possible to overstate the consequences to 
m ankind from inserting such a doctrine, at 
demand of the U nited S tatts, in the world’s 
public law. 
For myself, and for M assachu­ 
setts. H oar continued, 1 refused to consent 
to a denial by the U nited States of the light 
of every man desiring to improve his condi­ 
tion by honest labor—his labcr being no 
man’s property but his own—to go anywhere 
on tho face of the earth th at he pleasc-s. But 
the bill violates the provisions of the treaty 
which it professes to execute. 
Tbe treaty 
permits only 


A REASONABLE SU SPEN SIO N O F IM M IG R A TIO N . 
The bill totally prohibits it for t.went 
years, and coufcrs on every petty < fficer of 
the customs power to seize and forcibly re­ 
move from the country persons without trial. 
W hat has happened within thirteen year* 
that this great republic should strike its flag ? 
Only 42,000 Chinese have been added to our 
population in th at time. 
Títere are but 
105.000 of them here, all told—the five- 
hundredth part of the whole population. 
They are the most eaBtlv governed race in the 
world. 
Citing statistics to show a rapid decrease of 
the immigration for the last half of the decade, 
and th at this diminution became greater 
when compared with th9 rapidly-increasing 
numbers from other countries, Mr. H oar said 
th at in 1880, in a total immigration of 553,000 
there were but 582 Chinese, and in 1881 there 
were 20,000 in a total of 720,000 immigrante. 
W hile in the same year 10,000 Chinese went 
hack. 
The pure-tlooded gyp-ies roaming 
through this cru rtry are as numerous as the 
Cnincse, all of whom, if gathered in oue 
place, would cot exceed the population of 
the sixteenth city cf the country. 
W hat an 
insu't to American intelligence, he exclaimed, 
to ask leave of China to keep out her people 
because this handful of almond-eyed Asiatics 
threaten to deetroy our boasted civilization. 
Advocates of this legislation, he said, invoked 


T H E OLD RACE PR F.IC D IC E , 
W hich had so often played its hateful and 
bloody part in history, and asserted th at as 
the Chinaman worked and lived cheap, he 
injured the American laborer with whom be 
competed. 
He answered this by an argument 
to show th at the outcry against the Chinese 
was the same which had been made in the past 
against; the Irishm an, the negro, the Indian 
and the Jew ; but that each of these races in 
turn had indicated its capacity for free­ 
dom, 
aud 
subdued, 
over 
a 
large 
part 
of 
the 
world, the 
prejudices 
which it 
had founded. 
He admitted th at there were 
great abuses and dangers growing out of the 
coming of these people, but much of this, he 
thought, m ight be remedied by State or 
municipal legislation. 
Consular officers in 
Asiatic ports could prevent the coming of any 
man whose labor was not his owd. 
Filthy 
habits of living may be controlled by munici­ 
pal ordinances, prescribing the dimensions of 
a dwelling and limiting the number of occn- 
pants of the same tenement. 
Taking every 
race in determining its fitness for freedom at 
its best, and not its worst, we find the Chi­ 
nese, in many particulars, 


SU PER IO R TO OUR OWN ANCESTORS, 
As they first appear in the light of history as 
described by Macaulay. They furnished able 
merchants, skillful diplomats, profound phi­ 
losophers, faithful servants and docile labor­ 
éis. 
Among the authorities cited ou this 
point were many Californians, who had per­ 
sonal contact with the Chinaman. 
The real 
motive of the attack upon the Chinese was a 
fear, not of tbe inferiority, but of the superi­ 
ority of the Chinese in most of the occupa­ 
tions of life. 
I t is said th at they will not 
assimilate with r.s, but our treatm ent of them 
has made this impossible. They have learned 
our industries 
rapidly 
a- d intelligently, 
but 
they 
are 
excluded 
by 
stat­ 
ute from 
the 
public 
schools, 
although 
taxed t.) support 
them . 
The California 
.Judges certify th at the Chinese can have to 
honest trial by jury. 
Dennis K earney’s Con­ 
stitution, and the “ cue ” ordinance are held 
invalid hy Judge Field. 
The laws against the 
crimes cud extortions committed upon the 
Chinese are inoperative, and they may well 
proclaim their unwillingness to acquire a 
Christianity represented to them by such ex­ 
amples. 
San F rat cisco taxes the Chinese 
who carries his washing home in a basket $15, 
where she taxes the person who sends it homo 
with a horse and cart, 82. 


T H E qU E ST IO N OF W AGES. 
The most serious argum ent H oar made was 
the claim th at the introduction of Chinese 
labor reduces the wages of American labor, 
and upoD this he said : 
I am not in favor of 
lowering anywhere the wages of the A m eri­ 
can laborer. 
On the contrary, I believe the 
maintenance and increase of the purchasing 
power of wages of the American workingman 
should be the one principal object cf our 
legislation. 
Tbe 
share 
in 
agricultural 
and 
m anufacturing 
products 
which 
goes 
to 
labor 
ought 
to, 
and 
I 
believe 
w'll, 
steadily 
increase. 
For 
tb ai only one protective system exists. 
The 
acquisition of wealtb, national or individual, 
is to be desired only for that, and I believe 
th at Chinese labor will learn very toon to in­ 
sist on bis fall share of the product of his 
work, and th at whether he does or not, the 
wealth he creates will make better, not woree, 
the condition of every higher clase of labor. 
The danger of an injury to our labor from the 
Chinese rests on the same fallacy which op-' 
po6ed the labor-saving machinery and the 
coming of the Irishm an, the German cr the 
Swede. 
H oar next cited statistics to show th at in 
maDy occupations C hinese. labor is much 
higher than is paid the same kind of labor at 
the East, and th at labor prices in California 
generally range much higher than similar 
prices in tbe E ast. 
The Chinaman had cre­ 
ated large wealth for the State, which would 
never have been created w ithout him, in the 
building of railroads and the draining of the 
swamp lands of California, which has but 
700.000 inhabitants, hut can support 17,C00,- 
000. 
The dream of the pouring out of the 
vast population of Asia on our shores is shown 
to be fallacious by the small numbers who 
have come within the last thirty years, and is 
in conflict w ith the other argum ent th at they 
do not come to stay. 


EX A G GER A TIO N CH A RG ED , 
Producing, abundant illustrations of the 
treatm ent of the Chiaese in California, ’and 
to show th at the cheapness of Chinese wages 
and of liviDg had been greatly exaggerated, 
M r. Hoar concluded by asserting th at the 
right of every human beicg to go wherever 
on the surface of the earth hs may get an 
honest living without interference by aDy 
Government, came from the same Authority 
as the Golden Role and the sermon on the 
mount, nnd that Authority would make it 


sife for the Government and the people which 
obey Hi* laws. 
N ot by injustice, exclusion 
or caste, but by reverence tor the individual 
soul, can we aid in the great object of God s 
moral Government on earth—the rescue of 
hum anity front the degredation. 
It is not by 
anti-Chinese policies th at China Is to be civil­ 
ized. 
A fter amplifying this 
idea, M r, H oar 
yielded the floor at 4 :1■», having spoken over 
two hours. 
The bill was then laid over for 
the unfinished business for to morrow, and 
the Senate in a few moments afterw ards ad­ 
journed.

P. Giikey for the m urder of W in. Bergel, 
now progressing ia the Superior Court of this 
county, the prosecution rested and the ex­ 
amination of witnesses for the defense began 
this afternoon. 
One, “ Tip ” Atchison, testi­ 
fied yesterday for the prosecution th at he, 
Gilky and “ Tabe ” Richards had some time 
since put up a job to rob Bergel, but th at the 
scheme fell through. 
H e a'so gave testimony 
tencing to show th at the killing of Bergel 
was the re on It of an attem pt on the p art of 
Giikey and.Richards to carry out the previ 
ously arranged robbery. The evidence against 
the defendant is entirely circumstantial, but 
very strong. 
On the part of the defense to­ 
day, Gilkey’s wife, brother in-law, sister-in- 
law, and one other witness besides Richards 
—who is charged with beirg Giikey 'a com­ 
panion in the m urder—swore to an alibi for 
the prisoner. 
The case will probably go to 
the jury to-morrow niRht. 
Iutense interest 
is manifested in the result of the trial, the 
Court-room being constantly crowded and 
the community considerably excited. FeeliDg 
runs high against the dffecdauts, who are 
popularly believed to be the guilty parties. 
Last night Alvin Bragg, alias Jo. H am p­ 
ton, one cf tbe Chinese Camp stage robbers, 
now confined in tbe County Jail, acknowl­ 
edged to D eputy Sheriff McQuade aud Chas. 
A ull that he was one of the robbers, but re­ 
fused to testify as to the other party. 
H e is 
a young man who wss raised in Angel’s 
Camp, Calaveras county. 
H e has already 
served two terms iu San Quentin for crime. 
He is at present threatened with pneumonia, 
having contracted a revere cold from exposure 
between the time of the robbery and his 
capture.

Mr. Foley, tbe tpecial agent of 
the Richmond, who contracted for M r. Cole’s 
service*, was severely handled by the latter

The 
testimony 
of

conflicted, and a question of veracity was 
raited. 
The uight after the trial Judge Cole 
is alleged to have made a dam agirg charge 
again-t Mr. Foley.

Foley— S ir: I wss the other day struck by 
you.

M r. Foley’s friend, Hon. Thomas W ren, 
had the challenge published in the evening 
paper this afternoon, accompanied by the de­ 
clination of Mr. Foley to accept, and giving 
his reasons therefor. 
The reasons given ate 
th at it is a felony under the laws of Nevada 
to send or accept a challenge; th at to do so 
would deprive him of his right to vote or hold 
any place of trust in the State ; that the lan­ 
guage of tbe cartel forbade hie recognizing it. 
H e added th at he was about his ordinary 
business, and could be found readily at any 
time. 
This may not be the end of the affair, 
though the community hope so. 
They have 
had enough of its publicity already.

SENATOR 
M ILL ER 'S 
SPEECH. 


Senator Miller's speech cm the anti- 
Chinese bill appears to have been a very 
well-digested summary of the staple argu­ 
m ents against that class of immigration, 
though we observe in his general line some 
defects which are liable to seem graver 
at the East than here. 
The difficulty of 
dealing with the Chinese question at W ash­ 
ington consists largely in the danger of 
saying too much, and Senator M iller has 
not altogether escaped this temptation. Of 
course the object sought is to convince a 
community possessing no practical knowl­ 
edge of the suhj ict, that it is necessary, in 
.th e case of the Chinese, to adopt a policy 
which conflicts most hopelessly with the 
traditional American theory. 
There is 
therefore a strong antecedent prejudice 
against the prohibitory legislation, and to 
remove this prejudice it is requisite to 
make a very clear and strong caee against 
the Chinaman. 
Now the California Con­ 
gressmen 
have 
rdl felt 
this, 
but 
in 
trying 
to 
fulfill the requirement they 
have unfortunately so piled up denuncia­ 
tions and accusations upon the Chinaman 
as to produce a positively unthinkable 
being, 
contemplation 
of whose contra­ 
dictory and anomalous attributes only be­ 
wilders the Eastern mind. 
For instance, 
we could, from Senator Miller's speech, 
easily construct a picture of the Chinese in 
California which would be Been to repre­ 
sent them as an utterly uncivilized and un- 


c iv iliz a h le race, but nevertheless possessed 
of an almost p e rfe c t social organism ; inca­ 
pable o f self -government, yet everywhere 


e s ta b lis h in g ?.n impcrium in imperio : desti­ 
tute of culture and of science, yet clinging 


w ith u n e q u a lle d perseverance to their own 


c iv iliz a tio n ; inferior in all tilings to the 
Anglo-Saxon, 
yet 
defeating 
the latter 


w h e n e v e r the two encounter; in short 
such a strange c o m p o u n d of incompatible 
qualities that the Eastern public might tie 
excused if they fa d e d to comprehend the 


p u zzie. 
We have before pointed cut that 


this kind of caricature is the result of 
rclnctar.ee to eay anything good of the ob­ 
noxious race. 
This reluctance, however, 
is unphilosophical, 
for it is 
really by 
demonstrating the potentialities of 
the 
Chinamen that 
we can 
most 
quickly 
and 
corclusivel/ 
show 
the 
necessity 
of excluding him. 
It is not because we 
think him incapable that we arc afraid of 
him. 
It is b-’causc we know that he is 
very capable, and ia almost all directions. 
General Miiler, however, is right in dw ell­ 
ing upon the alien disposition of the 
Chinese. 
It is rot the fact that they are 
incapable of self-government, but they 
have no si mpathy w th American govern­ 
mental theories, so far as can be ascer­ 
tained. 
W e 1 avo a lways believed the 
very strongest argument against their ad­ 
mission to be the fact that they carry 
China with them wherever they go, and 
never become absorbed in aiien civilizations 
That circumstance escertained, aud their 
capacity granted, it follows inevitably that 
y ie substitution of Chinese for Anglo- 
Saxon civilization on the Pacific coast 
would be only a question of time if no 
lim it avas set to Mongolian immigration. It 
seems however probable that an anti- 
Chinese bill will pas3 Congress this session. 


The Supreme Court has decided that the 
name of the owner of property stolen is 
not a material part of the offense to be 
stated. 
It is only required to identify the 
transaction so that the defendant, 
by 
proper plea, may protect himself against a 
second charge. 
The owner iu this case 
w ent by two names. 
An owner may have 
a name by reputation, aud if it is proved 
he ia better known by that than by an­ 
other, the charge in the information by 
that name is sufficient. 


The San Francisco Chronicle has ap­ 
parently undertaken to convince its readers 
that the Tariff is, in its own language, 
“ the natural foe of monopoly.” 
As this is 
a literary enterprise equivalent to the 
making proof that things which are equal 
to them selves are not equal to one another, 
we venture to predict its failure at an 
early stage of the experiment. 
The pur­ 
pose of the Chronicle is to hoodwink the 
farmers o? California, and to cause them 
to waste energy and time iu pursuing phan­ 
toms, wnile the real and substantial evils 
which affect them most nearly continue 
untouched. 
B ut there is no sophist on 
this coast sufficiently ingenious to maintain 
our contemporary’s thesis, which has the 
m isfoitune cf being absurd on its face. 
And to demonstrate its absurdity it is 
only needful to define Protection to home 
industry. 
It is the exclusion of foreign 
products by taxation, for the purpose of 
enabling domestic manufacturers to charge 
abnormal rates for inferior articles. 
The 
right of every freeman to buy in the 
cheapest market is ene of those obvious 
verities which ought to belong in the cate­ 
gory 
of 
constitutional heritages. 
The 
right of the Government to interfere with 
this freedom of purchase could never in 
this country be claimed save on the plea 
of 
a paramount necessity. 
W hen the 
Morrill tariff was enacted that necessity 
existed. 
A revenue had to be raised for 
the defense of the Union, and it mattered 
little what injury was done to commerce 
for the time being. 
But since the close of 
the rebellion the whole fabric of Protec­ 
tion has rested upon a pctitio principii, aud 
it is becoming clearer every year that it no 
longer possesses any real justification for 
existence. 
Protection, from its nature, operates to 
create monopolies. 
It ceu do nothing else. 
It has in the United States built up a se­ 
ries of the most greedy and rapacious of 
them. 
W e may instance the Qaininc Mo­ 
nopoly, which was only broken down last 
year after a tremendous fight. 
In that 
ease two firms secured a monopoly of the 
immense quinine supply of the couutry, 
and they became immensely wealthy by 
taxing the medeeine of the poor, the 
remedy of the frontiersman, the invaluable 
specific of 
all dwellers in valleys and 
newly-opened agricultural regions. 
Every 
draught of this drug bad to pay tribute to 
these tw o Pennsylvania firms before it 
could he availed of to restore health and 
preserve life. 
Y et the Chronicle impu­ 
dently asserts that the Tariff ¡s “ the nat- 
“ uial foe of monopoly.” 
Again, the iron 
and eteel trade have been erected into mo­ 
nopolies by the same nefarious agency. 
The steel-rail makera a short time ago held 
a meeting, estimated the public demand for 
the ensuing year, and their own productive 
capacity, and then deliberately' agreed that 
about half their number should close down 
and remain idle, to the end that a higher 
price should be obtained for the output of 
the working furnaces. 
Of course the idle 
furnaces were to be paid for doing nothing, 
though it is to be noted that in these cases 
the workingmen are discharged, and it is 
the owners only who share the profits. But 
this costly and wasteful arrangement was 
possible and profitable because the steel 
and iron makers have a monopoly of the 
business, and because they can make their 
customers pay all their expenses. 
Here is 
another pregrant refutation of the Chron­ 
icle's ridiculous assertion that the Tariff 
“ is the natural foe of monopoly.” 
■ 
But it is really not worth while to deal 
seriously with so preposterous a statement, 
for no intelligent Protectionist would have 
even dreamed of making such a claim. 
That a protective tariff fosters monopoly 
is one of those self-evident facts which 
cannot be denied without dishonesty, and 
if it is necessary to make so outrageous a 
claim in order to persuade the farmers that 
they ought to favor Protection, the very 
fact shows that the policy is a hopeless 
one. 
There is indeed no class, save the 
workingmen, upon which the Tariff entails 
so much injustice and wrong, a3 the agri­ 
cultural clasB. 
Deprived as the farmers 
are of everything in the shape of protec­ 
tion for the products of their toil, they 
are made to pay heavily in order to bol­ 
ster up industries which have for years 
been drawing these bounties under the 
most fraudulent of false pretenses. 
And 
the argument that a protective tariff is as 
good a way as any other to raise the nec­ 
essary revenue is utterly false. 
There is 
no fiscal system so wasteful, extravagant 
and ineffective as a protective tariff, and it 
possesses the peculiar demerit of fleecing 
the taxpayer twice as much for the benefit 
of individuals as it does for the benefit of 
the Government. 
That is to say, that a 
protective tariff robs the producers of 
thousands of millions, in collecting hun­ 
dreds of millions for the Government. 
Nor is it possible to show wherein the 
farmer gains the slightest advantage in 
return for this constant injury. 
Europe 
at preecnt sustains him, and he in turn 
supports the manufacturers. 
But these 
latter, instead of recognizing their depend­ 
ence upon him, labor to cut down and 
appropriate hi3 earnings, by methods which 
differ in no sen3C, as regards ethical prin­ 
ciples, from highway robbery'. 
T he. Tariff is a system which aims at 
enabling industries which could not subsist 
on their own merits, to grow up, by letting 
them charge high prices. 
If the farmers 
who have failed to cultivate the lands on 
the west side of the San Joaquin were to 
demand the privilege of selling what little 
wheat they can raise, at five times the mar­ 
ket price, they would be justified on Pro­ 
tectionist principles, and that would be 
Protection. 
The Tariff has undertaken to 
stim ulate production by high prices when 
otherwise it could not have been kept up. 
That is, it ha3 sought to divert capital from 
natural and paying businesses into those 
which did not pay ; and in order to make 
believe that they paid, money has been 
taken out of one of the country's pockets 
and put into the other. 
The farmer has 
nothing in common with this system. 
It 
is his deadliest enemy. 
It plunders him 
at every turn. 
It reduces the value of his 
land, the proceeds of his harvest. 
It 
makes him pay the enormous bills which 
the Bessemer steel men charge for steel 
rails. 
Last >esr the American farmer was 
taxed $11,000,000 for that single item. 
It 
makes him pay, not only the nominal 
amount of the tax upon each item, but all 
the multifarious burdens imposed by rea­ 
son of the enhanced cost of the “ pro- 
“ tacted ” article. 
He pays in fact in­ 
variably tw o dollars to the monopolists for 
every one which finds it way into the 
national treasury, and therefore when ho 
finds a paper which pretends to be his 1 
particular friend, assuring him that Pro­ 
tection is “ the natural foe of monopoly,’' 
it need not take him lung to make up his 
m ird that the author of this nonsense is 
trying to pull the wool over his eyes for 
some reason.

T H E 
STATE 
LIBRARY, 


The new Board of State Library Trus­ 
tees have strengthened a wholesome prece­ 
dent in electing Mr. T. H. W alli3 Librarian, 
to succeed Mr. It. O. Cravens. 
The latter 
gentleman has held the office for many 
years, and he has more than once been 
rescued with difficulty from the ravening 
jaw's of hungry partisans, to whom no place 
is sacred, and w ho care neither for experi­ 
ence, special preparation, educational- ca­ 
pacity', or any other thing than the salary 
of the office. 
W e have often been sur­ 
prised at the impudence of the many ut­ 
terly' incompetent 
persons 
who 
have 
announced 
them selves 
as 
candidates 
for 
State 
Librarian. 
Of 
course 
the 
politicians, 
the 
“ m achine” fnen, 
were 
always disposed to ignore fitness, and to 
class the State Library among the other 
spoils, 
to be given to some campaign 
“ w orker,” whether or not he could read. 
By vigilance and opportune protest, how­ 
ever, these various schemes for degrading 
the office have been overcome, and we have 
the satisfaction of knowing that it is to 
be held by a gentleman who has served 
a long apprenticeship to his work, who 
knows the whole Library as thoroughly 
as 
Mr. 
Cravens, 
and 
who 
will 
not 
have 
to lose any time in learning the 
duties of h¡3 position. 
Aud this is the 
only way’ in which the best results can be 
obtained under such circumstances. 
Even 
a3 it is, Mr. W allis has nat chosen his 
own assistants, and though we ate confi­ 
dent that he could hardly have made 
a 
better 
selection 
than 
Mr. 
N . 
E. 
W hite, nevertheless the Librarian ought 
not to be fettered in this connection, see­ 
ing that the main responsibility for the 
condition of the institution rests upon him. 
This 
defect, 
however, 
belongs 
to the 
methods by which State Library Trusteos 
are at 
present 
appointed. 
Experience 
shows that their selection by the Legis­ 
lature is not a good plan. 
It inevitably 
imports politics into the affair, and it 
causes the really important considerations 
to be lost sight of. 
Ia the present instaace 
indeed there is no ground for complaint. 
A thoroughly’ competent Librarian has been 
cboaen, and Mr. Cravens can resign the 
trust he has guarded so faithfully to his 
successor’s hands without misgivings. Mr. 
Cravens indeed has been so good a Libra­ 
rian that it was the more necessary to 
choose a competent man to take his place. 
He has raised the State Library to a con­ 
dition of efficiency as a reference collection 
at least five times as good as it was when 
he entered office, aud he lias more than 
doubled the number of booka on the 
shelves. 
For several years he has been at 
work on a catalogue, which we understand 
is now quite or almost comgdeted, and 
which wc hope the next Legislature will 
direct to he printed, as in the absencs of 
such a guide the library is at present very 
múch weakened in usefulness, and the de­ 
mands upon the Librarian are made corre­ 
spondingly heavy.

TH E MUTUAL UNION TELEG RA PH COM­ 


PANY. 


Mr. Gamble gives a very prosperous ac­ 
count of this new company, which already 
owns 30,000 milcsof wire, and which is about 


to build a particularly substantia! triple-wire 
line across the continent, from New York 
to San Francisco. 
Mr. Gamble says that 
his company has no intention of selling 
out to Jay Gould or any one else. 
It be­ 
lieves that there is enough business in the 
country to pay two lines, and it intends to 
act on that belief. 
W e hope that Mr. 
Gamble’s prediction may prove correct, 
though the tendency' toward consolidation 
is nowadays so poweiful that it is difficult 
to believe in the possibility of two rival 
telegraph companies permanently co-exist­ 
ing. 
There is moreover oue weak spot in 
the armor of the Mutual Union, though 
Mr. Gamble appears to think it a point of 
extra strength. H e says that his company, 
with a capital of less than $8,000,000, pro­ 
poses to do what the W estern Union has 
invested $SO,000,000 in. 
If that is the 
case the probability of consolidation is 
very much greater than might have other­ 
wise appeared. 
For the Western Union 
has too much capital embarked to be con­ 
tent with merely half the business of the 
country', and it has seventy millions more 
reasons than the Mutual Union can ad­ 
duce, for wanting to absorb the latter.

silk-worn.’s would do w#ll to obtain some 
of Mrs. Lawrit’s grain, wbi.h are healthy 
and a hardy species. ’Ihe rooms where the 
rearing and breeding is conducted has a num­ 
ber of stands, with rows of trays, about six 
feet high. Great care was taken to afford 
light and a uniform temperature, which are 
items conducive to the health of the worms. 
There is no doubt of the adaptability of the 
climate of the Santa Clara valley for silk­ 
worm culture, and as Mrs. Lawrie has a large 
quantity of mulberry trees planted she there­ 
by secures the necessary food for her worms. 
The lady deserves great praise for her at­ 
tempts to place this new industry on a pay­ 
ing basis, and it is to be hoped she will suc­ 
ceed.—[San Jose Mercury.

In the case of the People vs. The Gold Run 
M ining and Ditch Company yesterday, at 0:30 
A. M., before Judge Temple, Mr. Cadwalader 
tor the plaintiff resuming, cited the case of 
Robinson vs. The Black Diamond Coal Com­ 
pany, where, in Contra Costa county, the 
lands of Robinson, the chief hydraulic miner 
in this State, were damaged by coal screen­ 
ings and refuse from defendant’s mine, which 
dumped into a ravine or creek leading upon 
plaintiff's land. 
The defendant claimed that 
it did not do the damags, but th at if any 
was done it resulted from the laws of gravita­ 
tion, by which the m atter descended to the 
lands. 
The Court held th at the refuse m at­ 
ter was in the creek as the result of the act of 
the defendant, and though the defendant was 
not responsible for flood waters coming on the 
lan'f. it was responsible for the substances in 
the water placed there by defendant. 
The 
Supreme Couit of California last yeai m ain­ 
tained this view, and said the holding did not 
touch the right of defendant to prosecute its 
business, but tba defendant m ust take care of 
the m at'er brought out in th at business and 
not so deposit it th at it will by action of the 
wat:-r descend upon the lards ot plaintiff._ So 
here Robinson, the cbief hydraulic miner, 
sues fur and secures a ruling th at estop i him 
in this case from holding a contrary view. 
A PENNSYLVANIA CASE. 
A bout the same tim a in Pennsylvania a 
case came up—Mrs. Sanderson vs. the Penn­ 
sylvania Coal Company—for perm itting the 
accidental diechargc from the mine to flow 
into a creek ar.d upou her land. 
The m e 
was decided in M ay, 1881. 
The defendants 
there held that coal mining was the great in­ 
dustry and must be prosecuted, and great 
i d.m age would result if they were checked ; 
| th at they had used the stream forty years, 
and th at they put nothing foreign into the 
water, but it was a? it had coma from the 
mine, and it simply followed the laws of 
gravity. 
B ut the Court held against them, 
and plaintiff had judgment. 
The Supreme 
Court held th at the direct act of the mine 
polluted the water, and though the act 
drained the mine and was in prosecution of a 
great industry, still it was not a public work, 
was a private enterprise for gain, and the de­ 
fendants canDut therefore take the property 
of the citizen, as it does when it deprives her 
of the use of tho water of the stream by pol­ 
luting it. 
And this, though the general cus­ 
tom .vas pleaded to use the streams to carry 
elf the ovrril >w of the mina. 
Such a custom 
cannot prevail, for if ic does it is in coifiict 
with the Constitution guaranteeing therights 
of riparian owners, and with the principia 
th at the property of the citizen cannot be 
taken for a private use without compensation. 
ENGLISH CASES. 
In Attorney-Gene ral vs. Richard (2 Anst.) 
it wm held th at a n -em bankm ent hurtful to 
a harbor, though m aintained sixty years, 
should be abated, because tho right of the 
Crown 1 1 the sea ports is undoubted. 
In that 
esse is another cited where a navigable river 
was encroached upoD, and the Court ordered 
it abated. 
So in anotbe-r, where houses were 
fo built on tne river as to straighten the 
stream , it was held to be an encroachment, 
and the chief B iron held the soil to be the 
property of tho Crown, and that the nuisance 
m int be abated. 
A t common law the A ttor­ 
ney General’s authority was, so far as suits 
in equity were concerned, inherent to sup­ 
press public nuisances. This was treated of in 
People vs. M inor (2 Lansing, N Y ., 3(56), 
atol it was there so stated aho. In Attorney- 
General vs.‘ Litchfield (13 Simonde) it was 
held likewise (reading). 
Attorney-General 
vs. Forbes, another English case, holds like- 
wi<e, and says th at doctrinéis well settled in 
Eogland. 
W hen a number of persons sus­ 
tain an injury. ar.d no one a special injury, 
the A ttorney-General alone crnld proceed. 
But it is held by defendant th at the State of 
California has prohibited the suppression of 
PUBLIC NUISANCES, 
And th at there is no one who can protect or 
sue to protect a State right. The Legislature 
c nnot do it, Rg it hr s no executive authority. 
All it can do is to provide a rule for the sup­ 
pression of public nuisances, and th at it has 
always maintained and its legislation hag al­ 
ways been perfect. 
I t has done all th at is in 
the power of th at departm ent to do. 
The 
Legislature can’c say Mr. A or D shall stop 
mining. The Government cannot do it. But 
the Legislature may provide the rule, and did 
in 1850. 
So the State i- in the proper forum 
to-day, 
in 
the 
Court, 
asking 
the 
enforcement 
of 
the 
rule by the ,Tu- 
d'cial D epartm ent of the State Government. 
! Wood on Nuisances holds th at the suppression 
I of public nuisances is an equity power that 
lias beeu longest exercised and the b?3t set­ 
! rlcd. 
Time does not sanctify a public 
i nuisance, nor does its la^rse taka aw ay th j 
right i f the State to come into Court and ask 
for abatem ent. 
The only questions are, 
Does a public nuisance exist? 
Do the de­ 
fendants contribute to it ? 
In 2!> N. H , the 
Attorney-General »giibs'_a fish company, for 
puttiog a:i obstruction in a non-navigable 
stream without a fish-way tor the fish to pass 
up, as customary. 
I t had been maintained 
there tw eniy yearp. and the question was, 
had it gained a right by u<er ? Communi­ 
ties do not assert their rights as vigilantly 
as 
individuals 
do, 
said 
the 
Court, 
and hence the lim itation to such is not so 
brief as to individuals. 
The people cannot 
act in wbody, said the Court, and the people 
as individual’ d-> n'-t speedily take notice of 
public injury. 
It is the policy to protect the 
public rights, said Judge Story, and the rule 
as to the King applies in the L’oited States, 
where the people are the sovereign. 
That 
doctrine prevails in California, as no title 
can be acquired by prescription to the etreetB 
r.f a city, and th at is becau33 of the doctrine 
that 
TIME DOES NOT 
Destroy public rights. 
So it has been held 
th at proof th at a stream was once navigable 
was sufficient to make out the case cf the 
State in tho iff n t to enforce its rights. 
Re­ 
turning to another p-.fir.t already referred to, 
the i alue of hydraulic mining, Mr. Cadwal- 
ader nointed to Ihe depreciation of values in 
the Comstock mines, cod said it wae in proof 
tln n in the mining area of American river, 
We Is, F a :go & Co. had been compelled to 
wi hdraw iheir linos because a few corpora­ 
tions sclz d all the waters, and all workers 
except f r three or four enrporatfons wore 
dri- tn out. and but small other population 
remains. 
T hat is a .result of the corporate 
hydraulic rniniDg system, t at begins by 
takin.- all the clear water of a section and 
thus driving away the people or holding them 
away from ir, or by so u-ing the water as to 
pollute it and make it unfit for use. 
If the 
State shall make this mining oligarchy let 
go the throats of the streams of the S taft, 
nothing but good eau result to the Stale. 
Cooley on Torts says no lapse of time ccn 
c infer the right to m aintain a public nui­ 
sance ; also (613) a considerable number of 
people, in the uame cf the State, may pro­ 
test and pr.csed to abate the nuisance. 
Douglass, East. R I , Me., N. Y ., L and 
E arly.-Ala. and Mass cases are cited in sup­ 
port by Coc.hcy. 
[Mr. Cadwalader read from 
other cases. ] 
THE TOItT, 
In such a case as this, consists in committing 
the m atter that dors damage to the stream (a 
number of cases cited in support). 
Cooley 
says th at nuisances th at threaten calamity 
may be abated ; one cannot do th at which 
will probabl’i do injury ; cannot construct 
works above th at will probably give away and 
do injury to another t e.ow. Many things that 
threaten cxlamity are cu’sances (Cocley cited), 
as 
a 
building 
imperfectly 
constructed ; 
pvwder improperly stored; the blasting of 
rocks in a settled neighb >rhood, etc. 
In 
Cooley (613) 14 N. H ., 16 Serg. ami R ., 1 
W heaton, 4 Ind., 2 Mason, 16 Am. Ret»., 1 
D -nio, and 6 Grey, it is held th at one can 
declare and 
maintain against a nuisance 
though it existed before ptsiotiff acquired 
his right, as yon can go and buy land next to 
acid works and build beside poudrette works, 
or slaughtering houses, e ta ; and this is called 
the law of “ c mting to a nuisance.” 
He read 
from th-> London M ining Journal at this 
point. 
The Court m ust determine whether 
the claim of defendant th at the m atter put 
into the American river does not come below 
Alder creek, or is not an imposture, as 
against all the experience of all the geologists 
from Lyell down, and as in opposition to 
natural and inexorable laws. 
The reasons 
given fur it not coming down are fallacious 
on their face. [Counsel reviewed the testimouy 
upon this point.] The N orth Fork of the 
American river is carved out of the solid 
rock, as it were ; has a heavy grade, and in 
itself destroys the theory of defendants, th at 
the m a'ter they deposit in it there rein lins. 
Counsel cited in detail testimony to show the 
irresistible character of the American river 
current at high water, even on a low grade, 
and then th l character and grade of the 
stream above the last canyon, and the evi­ 
dence that the s r -am had carried the m atter 
down, and referred to Mr. K night’s state- 
m en', that with a hand-car, in 1875, he rscad 
with the river at 24 miles an hour, and it 
beat him ; and that was at Folsom, where the 
grade is lees than it is nearer to the defend­ 
ant’s mine. 
Mr. Cadwalader a t great length 
reviewed thi whi le question, as illuminated 
hy the teitim ony in the case, at to the 
carrying capacity of the livers, the grinding 
of tne mining deposits into ths sand that is 
found in tba Sacramento river, the cement 


deposits, tbc grades of the river, the charac­ 
ter of the soils at the mines, the location and 
character of the old river channels, etc . and 
included in his argument the engineering 
theories apd etatem snts relative to erosion of 
mountain surfaces, natural wash, etc. 
He 
a’so reviewed the testimony in detail a3 to 
the several sections of the several forks of 
the American river, to show th at the Iran-- 
porting power of the river has been and is 
sufficient to carry down the m atter put into 
the river by hydraulic mining. 
A t 12:30 the Court took a recess until 2 
P. M. 
________ 


A fte rn o o n ¡session. 
A t 2 P. H. Mr. Cadwalader resumed his re­ 
view of the testimony, analyzing the state­ 
ments of witnesses as to the transportation of 
debris in the American river. 
H e claimed 
th at it n.ust be accepted B3 true in the case 
th at the m aterial from defendant’s mine de­ 
posited in the river does in large part come 
down the river, is in large p art composed cf 
sand and cobbles, and th at the current is and 
has been sufficient to move it. 
H e claimed 
that whether the maximum or minimum of 
water used by the defendant's mine be taker, 
it discharges into Canyon creek 10,000 cubic 
yards per day, ami th at in th at m atter there 
is no m atter ai large as an egg, and not a 
particle 
of 
cement. 
This 
was 
after 
1875, 
and prior to 
that 
it was 
fully 
equipped 
and 
wi rked 
the 
Bay 
State 
claims. 
He 
held that almost ai.y kind 
of Band can be found a t the mouth of the 
American river, and th at it came from the 
Gold R un mine, and the like, and th at it ¡3 
wholly unlike any of the natural- eoil of the 
valley. 
I t is an imposture to claim th at the 
defendant has no further power to damage 
the valley, and K cannot go on and work out 
18,000,000 yards, a3 defendant claim, up 
to the railroad crosaing a t Gold Run, and not 
do damage to the valley, which is the propo­ 
sition of the defendant. 
The valley Í3 enti­ 
tled to have clear water come from the 
mountains to do its duty in scouring out the 
Btreams, and in taking up the sediment in the 
rivers and carrying it on to the sea. 
The 
plaintiff is entitled to the relief demanded 
for tne protec: ion in the future of the people 
yet to live along the rivers, and to protect 
Snisuu Bay from total destruction. 
H e pro­ 
nounced the trio in San Pablo Bay by the 
witnesses and c ffioers of the M iners’ Associa­ 
tion to be a deliberately prepared 


im posture— 
A pretense to be feeking after the truth 
with no intent to find it, or to asc.rtain 
whether mining sediment is deposited in San 
Pablo bay. 
They went up Sonoma and P e t­ 
aluma creeks looking for mining debris, and 
came into Court ready to arsw er to formu­ 
lated questions. 
So, too, witnesses for the 
defense, when cornered as to material c lining 
down the river, uniformly switched off by 
saying they were talking of the bottom of the 
pit of the mine, which in fact has beeu 
worked very little. 
So, too, when cornered 
as to what became of the top material, they 
would entrench themselves behind the state­ 
ment that it remains in the canyon and the 
upper reaches of the river, aud one witness 
went to tho extent cf saying th at the material 
wculd have remained in Canyon creek if they 
hadn’t constructed flumes in it to carry the 
m atter, and yet that creek has almost a precip­ 
itous fall. 
A t times the defense claimed the 
rivers to be powerful b.-yond description, and 
again as weak as the sinews of children. 
A t 
one time claim the m aterial was swept no 
further than nine miles lelow Canyon creak, 
and again th at it is lodged 
and buried 
in 
the 
sand 
and 
cannot 
be 
moved. 
He referred at length to the changes in the 
rivers of California in a brief time, and 
scouted the idea lhat natural wash accom­ 
plished them, and said it was clearly proven 
to be the direct re-ult of hydraulic washing 
of top gravel. 
M r. Cadwalader read from 
scientific works to show that hard reck 
moved in mountain stream s is ground to 
sand, etc., and th at in streams hy no means 
so rapid or furious a3 thoae of the Sierras. 
On the'question of right gained by the hy­ 
draulic miners by 
CUSTOM. 
H e said, if there was a custom to so mine it 
was not general, but only in districts ; and if 
a custom, one destructive of 
property of 
others, and so a nuisance ; and if a custom, 
then against the express statutes of the 
State. 
On the m atter of hydraulic mining 
being 
supported 
by 
judicial 
decisions 
<;f the 
Courts 
of 
the State, 
he held 
th at 
the 
Couits 
had 
always 
warned 
the miners th at they m ust take care of their 
tailings, must not injure the property of oth­ 
ers under the pretext of mining, and would 
be held in damages, and restrained by in­ 
junction. 
5 Cab, 308 (3 cases) ; 6 Cal., 45; 
6 Cal., 410 ; 7 Cal , Mining Company vs. Fre­ 
mont ; 8 Cab, H ill vs. King ; !) CaL, Jones 
vs. Jackson : 11 Cab, W inery vs. I j« e r v ;

to ■ customs (5 Alien, 321,) a custom in the 
five by seven-mile Gold R un district is not 
binding outside of it. 
W hat might not be a 
trespass there might be outride of it. 
Cus­ 
toms m ust have reasonable beginning, cer­ 
tainty, continuance, and agree with the 
King’s prerogative. 
A custom unreasonable, 
or to do a tort, etc., is unlawful (several cares 
cited). 
I t is a remarkable pretense of the 
defendant th at these deposits of clay, saDd 
and gravel on tillable land Improves it, and 
hardly worthy attention. 
Tho deposits in 
fact constitnte a taking of the land without 
compensation. 
Tue Supreme Court cf Cali­ 
fornia in 46 Cal. ta t down on the doctrine 
th at miners may select and appropriate min­ 
ing outlets without consent of the owners cr 
those equally interested therein. 
As to

THE QUESTION OF HEALTH. ‘ 
The position of the defendant practically is 
that you n u y cut off natural drainage by 
filling up the rivers, stop the artificial drains, 
disorgauiz9 the sanitary system of the coun­ 
try, raise the river beds, create swamps, ob­ 
struct the flow of water, etc., and still not 
iojnre the health of a community. 
B ut fur 
these things the valiey would have by this 
time have been free from fever and ague. He 
pronounced a3 another imposture ot the de­ 
letes the idea and claim th at cattle by the 
thousands, and shsep by the tens of thoos» 
ands, are annually driven to the niountaii s 
to feed on tho plentiful gra.-sss and rich vege­ 
tation, a td yet the erosion is tuck th at the 
natural wash is greater than th at mane by 
hydraulic rniniDg. 
The proof is th at the 
snow of the mountains protects vegetation, 
and th at the smallest fljwers annually put 
forth a= do the grapes, and the erosion ¡3 so 
slivht th at their roots are not taken out. The 
surface is a hard surface, and on it grow up 
young pines in vast numbers, so that eventh9 
tree seeds are not washed away by natural 
wash. 
Y et they tell us the rains are washing 
off the whole eurface, bnt the analysis shows 
us we get none of the vegetable mold that 
supports vegetation in the mountains, but 
oniy the worthless sands. 
W ith a recital of 
the issues made by the pleadirgi, M r. Cad­ 
walader concluded, and at 5:20 r. M. the 
Court adjourned until 7:30 1-. si. 


E ven in g Session. 
A t 7:30 P. M. M r. S. M . W ilson, for the 
defense, addressed tho Court. 
H e reviewed 
briefly the conditions out of which the State 
government grew and society in California 
was formed, and said they were Buch as to 
give rise to the strangest and most difficult of 
questions, and called for the exercise of the 
highest judicial faculties. 
The case at bar 
is one of th at character, 
one th at ends 
not with the defendant in the action. 
I t is a 
case in which a considerable amount of hos­ 
tile and harsh feeling exists. 
Court aud 
counsel are expected to show none of this 
feeling, b at quit themselves with th at calm­ 
ness th at is befitting. 
The Court needs to 
have the principles of a case pointed out, and 
their applicability. 
This is the duty of the 
counsel. 
To th at duty he should devote him­ 
self for the defense, doubting, without affec­ 
tation, his own ability to do justice to the de­ 
fense. 
The Attorney-General, in his own 
esc victim s of duty, aud he attached no cen­ 
sure to him, had filed this bill in equity, in 
the name of the people, without any order 
from the people. 
I t is to ex.j .in defendant 
in a business the pursuit of which is the pur­ 
suit of many others. 
The decree, were it to 
stop the business of this d> fendant, must 
stop th at of all others in like situation. 
, 
IT 18 VAIN 
To say there is no intention to stop mining — 
th at will be the effect. 
W hen you stop min­ 
ing by the use of water you stop all mining. 
I t m ust be a grievous offense to lead a Court 
to do as asked here. 
Now w hat is the great 
wrong this defendant has been doing ? 
He is 
pursuing a lawful business—such as thon 
sands ol others do and have done for years. 
There is no charge of malice, or of wrongful 
appropriation or use of water. 
Nor does the 
complaint charge the unreasonable doing of a 
lawful act. 
W hat is alleged, then ? W hy. 
simply the effects and consequences of the 
pursuit of a lawful business. W hatare these 
consequenc. s ? W hy, th at a great public 
Dili*anee i< corauittcd. 
N ot th at defendant 
commits th e nuisance, but th at a combined 
result produces a public nuisance, to wit, the 
pollution of the waters of the Sacramento 
river, and that that ha* filled np the A m eri­ 
can river, Ciused a sipage and oveifl iw, 
m arred the sewerage system of Sacramento, 
and that the Sacramento river navigation has 
been impaired, and that the health of certain 


sections has been injured. 
These are the 
chart es in the bill. 
W e are told by counsel 
of certain 
IMPOSTURES 
In this case. 
B ut though he exempted de­ 
fendants' counsel from part therein, we say 
to conneel, how is it with yen? Plaintiff has 
hold throughout th at the whole State alm cst 
has been injured, th at the case is a State 
affair. 
Estim ates of the land affected placed 
it at onc-twectiei.h of one per cent, of all the 
State. 
Such is the estimate of the Surveyor- 
General of the lands affected by mining 
debiis. 
Probably it is then one per cent, of 
the lands of the Sacramento valley. 
Take 
Mr. H all’s report and we find th at during 
tfcirty-one years the entire effect of the m in­ 
ing has been, not a loss, but a mere deprecia­ 
tion of lands, and th at the money deprecia­ 
tion is §2,500,000 and odd. 
H e had thought 
from all the exaggeration on the part of the 
plaintiff to have seen the men of wealth, the 
men of labor, 
THE MEN OF PROPERTY 
Thronging the Court room and watching the 
proceedings with bated breath. 
There has 
been a degree of apathy on the part of the 
peoiile of Sacramento as to this case th at puts 
the falsehood upon the exaggerations in this 
case. 
H ere are a few people to-night, but 
where are the men whoa* homes are threat­ 
ened, and whom we a re told must join in the 
hegira that is to set in if hydranlic mining 
does not cease. 
If, as . counsel says, these 
minea are struggling on the last legs of bank­ 
ruptcy, if they are failing, and tottering, why 
not let them alone and let this weakened and 
decaying industry die ? B ut if the mines are 
worthless, if th at is admitted, this Court, 
then on ths Supreme Bench, replied iu an 
earlier case th at it is no defense of a proposi­ 
tion, and no argum ent for it, th at the prop­ 
erty in litigation is worthless. 
Counsel read 
the figures of earnings v.f the mines to show 
th at the statem ent of worthlessness was not 
well founded. 
He should on his p»rt gener­ 
alize, and not go into the facts in d e ta il; his 
colleagues would do that. 
H e would assume 
certain things, although counsel denied th at 
they had been proven. The Court wculd take 
judicial notice of the early history of the 
country, of the topography and meteorology 
of the country, etc., but the Court’s memory 
m ight be .revived by references. 
California, 
in its general pbj sical features, en its acqui­ 
sition presentad some of the grandest and 
strangest 
spectacles. 
We 
found 
in the 
Sierras a grand Bvstem of ancient river beds 
full of auriferous gravel, the washings of an 
earlier history. 
W e found them upheaved 
to the mountain tops and overlaid w ith lava. 
Then we find new rivers formed. 
We find a 
grand system of bays, and all agree th at at 
an earlier period there was a still grander 
system of inland seas. 
W e find tremendous 
gorges, showing an immense loss of inatiaial, 
which we find deposited in the valley as 
great plains, and also large swampa where 
nature is still at work a t reclamation. 
San 
Francisco Bay has no large stream s surround­ 
ing it, only rivulets, yet they have -formed, 
and are forming, a fringe of shallows and 
marsh lands. 
These are the work of 
NO LARGE RIVERS. 
Coming up to San Pablo Bay we find the 
streams larger and the tidal area more con­ 
tracted, for the streama ha-ye P9fformed their 
part more fully.

I t toxic a vast 
amount of m aterial, and it came from the 
great canyons, and the Am erican river was 
one of the great«st carriers of the material. 
[Gonns;l referred in support of his statem ent 
to the report cf Colonel M endell to the 
W ashington authorities aud the W ar D epart­ 
ment and Congress, pages 4 aud 5 ] Such is 
the natural operation cf the great central 
stream s in California, independent of the ac­ 
tion of man. 
Such has been the work also 
in various parts of the globe of many great 
rivtrs. 
Herodotu’, 500 years before Christ, 
describes parts of Egypt made by its rivers. 
I t was strange th at 
counseL should a t­ 
tack so em inent and learned and experi­ 
enced a man as Professor Davidson, because 
of his relation of his own observation and ex­ 
perience with certain great rivers of the far 
EaBt. 
The attack showed only the errors in 
the geographical knowledge of the counsel. 
[Counsel further defended the testimony of 
Professor Davidson.) 
Counsel for plaintiff 
wanted Professor Davidson to compare the 
raging American w-ith tho gentle Hudson and 
the gentle Ohio, and not with the Po ; but 
when there cauie the question of tke car­ 
rying power of 
the 
river, 
then 
coun­ 
sel denominates the American torrential. 
M arsh’s “ M an and N ature” is M r. Cadwal- 
ader’s favorite author. 
The same writer, in 
li's later work—“ N ature, ns Modi6ed by 
the W orks of M an”—says [reading]: 
We 
know little of bow muck ot the plains of 
L rm bsrdy were formed by the Pu. Ravenna 
was built in a lagooD, but tho ir.ud of the Po 
has filled up the lagoon, aud Ravenna is now 
inland. 
Idria, once on the sea shore, is now 
fourteen miles inland, the rivers having so 
advanced the eea ceast. 
The floods of the 
Po occur once, ansi tometimcs twice, a year. 
I t annually carries to the sea almost 55,000,­ 
000 cubic yards of solid m atter. 
T hat ex­ 
t mds the shore of the sea at the rate of 200 
feet a year. 
Counsel read also to show that 
550,000,000 cubic yards of m atter are sub­ 
tracted annually from the Alps and Appe- 
nlnes and carried down to the lakes and the 
sea by the livers and their tributaries.

The report described tho 
building capacity in this respect of Putah 
cieek especially and the great change it made 
io the positions of its mouth. 
He read also 
from the report of State Engineer H all, th at 
the Sacramento ia too small generally for the 
waters presented to it, and describing how its 
conditian was brought about and its discharge 
capacity reduced. 
On the subject of escape 
weirs the Engineer said no possible enlarge­ 
m ent of the channel of the river, no possible 
embankments can make the river carry the 
waters of Mich floods as 1868, 1878, etc., and 
so he favored the construction of escape weirp, 
etc.. and thus prevent the total destruction 
of property, aud th at w ithout escape weirs 
the levees must 
INEVITABLY BE OVERTOPPED. 
Counsel here opened the map of 1854 of the 
city of Sacramento. 
I t t-hows the courses of 
the American prior to the conquest of the 
country. 
Ages ago the American undoubt­ 
edly ran back of and south of the city. 
B ut 
it has brought down debris, built out tongues 
of land, and changed its course to its present, 
and the old lagoons marked on the map are 
evidences of th at work. 
So, too, below its 
new mouth this map shews evidences of an 
old river, now filled up, and a new discharge 
place located. 
The map Bhows, too, that the 
river once formed at its mouth quite a bay, 
and came to the Sacramento only after a deep 
sweep and bend. 
B ut the Commissioners, by 
legislative authority, cut off tbe bend, straight­ 
ened the river, and so the old m outh and bed 
filled up. 
The watershed of the American 
river is nearly 2,000 square miles, and the 
waters of this shed pour through a narrow 
channel of 280 feet at Folsom, and come' 
down with so great a force as to make it truly 
a torrential stream . This stream from th at 
watershed has brought down the very int- 
terial now forminR a part of the valley of 
the Sacramento, and the very earth on 
which the city of Sacramento now stands. 
Counsel again read from the French work by 
Keclus, an eminent scientist, to show how 
watercourses deposit alluvium in deltas, and 
push the land into the sea. 
Rivers like the 
American and the Sacramento, said the coun­ 
sel, naturally raise their beds, which keep 
pace with the iiigber soil of the plains. 
This 
is true cf the Po, the Nile and the Ganges, 
where, as here, the laod on the banks is higher 
than toe land beyond either side, which slopes 
away into swamps. 
This building process 
has clearly been the work cf the rivers of 
California in past ages. 
Now comes the dis­ 
covery of gold and tt* t tfect*. 
In 18-17 the 
American 
KLAG WAS RAISED. 
Early in 1848 hostilities ceased between the 
U ni.ed States and Mexico, and the treaty 
was n ade. 
A t th at time there was ia what 
is now the State a population ol betw e.n 
10,(XX) aad 15.000, including U nited States 
solditrs and the Mormon immigrants, but 
not the IadiaBS. 
In January, 1848, gold was 
discovered at Sutter’s mill, on the South 
Fo k of the American river, and in the heart 
of the water-shed 
described. 
The effect 
of 
tho 
discovery 
was 
wonderful. 
I t 
induced 
an 
immense 
population 
to 
c me here from all parts of the world. 
In a short tima nearly 10,000 people were 
gathered at the " M 
i l l ao nearly all the 
whit* population of th* country waa there. 
In about a year Urge numbers reached the 


mines—seme say 200,000 people, but, if th at 
is exaggeration, there were, at least 100,000 
souls. 
For two years no idea prevailed th at 
California was good for anything else than to 
dig gold in. 
This is im portant to remember, 
for out of it grew certain customs and laws. 
Secretiry of the Interior Ewing, in Decem­ 
ber, 1849, reported to the President th at the 
population of California was rapidly increas­ 
ing, adventurers being attracted there, and 
that soon a settled state of society m ust re­ 
sult, and th at the mine3 and outcome of gold 
will encourage industrial workshops aud the 
building of machinery ; th at it has already a 
considerable commerce, which will result, 
probably, in opening the ports of C hinafor the 
gold c-f California, and thi--, coupled with the 
agriculture of Oregon, will build up a gTeat 
commerce ou the Pacific coast. 
In all the 
report there is no reference to any agriculture 
in California. Gold, gold, all gold, only gold ! 
Mr. Wilson considered w hat m ight have been 
the condition of the country now had gold 
not have been discovered. 
Surely the immi­ 
gration would have been im all and slow, and 
the farm er would have been among the last 
to come. 
The condition of the Spanish 
grants would have been different. 
B ut the 
gold brought in 'he adventurer, and the agri­ 
culturists followed, and the M exican was 
crowded out, and there wss a very evident 
exemplification of the survival of the fittest, 
and now it is rare to find a Spanish grant held 
by a Mexican owner. 
I t was the desire for 
the sudden acquisition cf wealth by digging 
for gold that peopled the State. W here would 
SACRAMENTO 
Have been to-day but for the discovery of 
gold. 
W e wculd have had no Sacramento 
here, aud probably none here now would 
have been here in that case. 
Indeed, this 
would probably have been still within terri­ 
torial form of government, and if the gold of 
California had not have come as it did, it is 
startling to think what m ight have been the 
outcome of the rebellion and whether we 
could ever have entered c-n paym ent of tbe 
national debt. 
W hen we acquired California 
tbe same municipal laws prevailed ae had 
theretofore. The laws cf a conquered territory 
regarding property prevail until the sovereign 
modifies them. (Authorities cited ) By M ex­ 
ican law everything waa subordinated to m in­ 
ing ; the mir.es beloDg to the King ; any citi­ 
zen could point cut mining ground, denounce 
it and work it for his own profit. 
E ut this 
civil law was always susceptible to the modi­ 
fications i f 
CUSTOM AND USAGE. 
As early as March, 1850, a question arose 
a3 to custom and usage under Mexican sys­ 
tem. 
The case was Vo-i Schm idt vs. H unt­ 
ington (l Cal. Reps). 
Toe Court held that 
by custom and usage, running from 1846, the 
law had passed iu desuetude and become 
obsolete. 
There may be a custom without 
law, contrary to law. or according to law (6 
CaL, 35 Cal., 3 C a l, 453, cited). 
Custom and 
usage became a law, though of recent date (1 
Cal.. 2 Peters, 410; 10 Cal , 477, 5 Cal., 468, 
9 Wfceaten, 5S5). 
Ou c jrresponding and 
supporting 
propositions, other authorities 
were cited. 
Thoae who came to California on 
the discovery of gold, tet up customs and 
rules necessary to the miuing of gold, and 
exercised in the highest degree the right of 
self-government. 
These lan s grew out of the 
necessities of the times, and they became 
1 iW3 by virtue of established legal principles, 
though the pioneers supposed they v/cre 
making laws only to themselves and for the 
lockl preservation of life and property. 
The 
Supreme Court of the United Stales compli­ 
mented them for the m anner in which they 
so acted (ciiing) 
So, too, it was recognized 
by the Supreme C ourt of the State in 1855 
(reading from 5 Cab, 146) 
The holding 
being then unrestrained, control has been 
given up of the mineral regions to the local 
laws and customs thereof, aud have given the 
right to direct the streams, etc. 
The cus­ 
toms and «usages under the Mexican laws 
became the laws of the country until the 
adoption of the common law in 1850. 
Now 
comes the question as to the effect of th at 
adoption. 
A t 9:30 r. M. the Court adjourned until 
9-'30 A 31. to day.
